| SHALL WE FIGHT OR _ 
STARVE FOR OUR COUNTRY? 


A missionary bishop returning from his work in 
India takes occasion to denounce the spirit and 
xpressions of the national anthem and complains 
‘that we have to wait till the last lines before we 
«et anything Christian out of it. His admiration is 
Jor the Indian national anthem which “ leaves out 
the thundering guns and talks only of service for 
®ne's country.” He quotes approvingly the lines 
" Rags I'll wear, straw I'll eat.” 

We suspect very few of the good bishop's fellow 
‘ountrymen will thrill to this conception of 
patriotic service. But if the spirit of the Star 
Spangled Banner, which he rebukes, fades away 
tHefore his indignation, we can be certain that 
Sacrifice for our country is very likely to take some 
such indigestible form. Meanwhile most Amerieans 
will prefer. service in somewhat more congenial 
lind virile guise. The difference in viewpoint is 
that of the Asiatic nonresistant and quietest and 
the occidenta] activist who believes in wearing not 
rags but armor and who would rather eat meat 


und fight for his country than straw and starve) 


for it. 
_ Has the good missionary,peen converted in India 
Instead of converting? We quite concede there are 
Christian texts upon which a philosophy of non- 
fesistance may be founded, and if he will take a 
logical and thoroughgoing position as a nonresist- 
ant we will grant him: the merit of consistency, 
Gut we doubt he will have as many followers in 
Our country as Gandhi among the Hindus. The last 
Stanza of our anthem does not pledge us to razs 
and straw and we think it expresses the American 
. eonception of service: 


*O, thus be it ever, when freemen shall stand 
lietween their loved homes and the war's desola- 
tion!” 


This is not the song of a people willing to endure 
passively or turn the other cheek. We “ praise the 
Power that hath made and preserved us a nation,” 
and we are @onfident that “conquer we must, for 
our cause it is just, and this be our motto, ‘In God 
is owr trust."” To the same effect sang the steel- 
clad crusaders and the dragoons of Gustavus and 
the ironclads of Cromwell. And “Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers,” has a militant imagery which must 
gffend the good bishep almost as much as the Star 
Spangled Banner. 

We have a religious sect, the Quakers, who have 

‘a consistent doctrine and practice on this subject 
of war and the use of force in defense, and we could 
wish that clergymen who preach and resolute 
against effective organization of the nation’s force 
would think their theeries out, as the Quakers have. 
to some ecnsistent conclusion. Do they exhort us 
to nonresistance in case of attack or do they con- 
cede us a moral right to resist? If it is not Chris. 
tian to use force, in their opinion, why not say so 
ir plain English? If it is permissible in Christian 

‘ ¢thics to use force, then why hoid up to disapprova! 
the morale which is essentia] to the effective uge 
_of force? 

Either we fight or we refuse to fight. Our critics 
cannot have it both ways. But that ix just what 
they seem to want. As, for example, on the same 
day that the missionary bishop from India preaches 
against the Star Spangled Banner as a deplorable 
‘expression of the will to resist, the administrative 
ecmmittee of the Federal Council of Chueches pro 
tests against compulsory military training 
schools and colleges and presents through its secre 
tary, the Rev. Sidney L. Gulick—who, by the way.

F a person eats foods that have been 

cooked in galvanized iron utensils, 

is there any danger of zinc poison- 

ing? How about eating fruits and 
vegetables that are a little acid or sour 
while being cooked? How about eating 
slightly sour stuff put up in galvanized 
cans? How about drinking water that 
has stood in a galvanized iron tank and 
come through galvanized iron pipes? 

All heavy metals are slightly poison- 
gas and all are soluble. In galvanized

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ANIZES 
NEW $30,000,000 
DRIVEURSELF 


New York, June 7.—[Special.]—John 
Hertz’ dream of selling economical au- 
tomobile transportation by the mile 
has reached national fruition through 
the organization of a new $30,000,000 
transport enterprise in which-the Gen- 
eral Motors company will engage in a 
‘chain store system of renting cars. 

The new company is the Hertz Drivur- 
self corporation and is an expansion of 
the original “ Driveurseif” idea devel- 
oped by Mr. Hertz, who began his career 
as a copy boy on a Chicago newspaper 
and made himself the country’s chief 
figure in the industry of operating motor 
transportation; first as father of effi- 
cient taxicab service and later’ in the 
bus field. 

Heads Manufacturing Company. 

Mr. Hertz’s Yellow Cab Mann- 

facturing company, which supplied the 


familiar yellow machines operated by 
more than 1,000 licensed local companies, 


4 


is now the Yellow Truck and Coach 
Manufacturing company, of which the 
founder is chairman of the board of 
directors. It is a subsidiary of General 
Motors. 

The Hertz Driveurself corporation in 
turn is a subsidiary of Yellow Truck 


and Coach, which makes taxicabs, 
busses, and General Motors light 
trucks. The new corporation will act 


as a holding company, controlling local 


and state driveurself companies through- | 


out the United States. It is proposed to 
inerease the capital of Yellow Truck and 
Coach by $14,000,000, of which $10,000,000 
is to be made immediately available for 
the new enterprise. 


First Chain Store Plan. 


This is the first time that General Mo- 
tors interests have engaged in the busi- 
ness of operating transportation and is 
the first time a transportation has been 
offered the public on a chain store plan. 

Under this plan it will be possible to 
rent a private car on a mileage basis 
in this city, to tour across the continent 
in it, and to leave it is San Francisco 
or any other city at which the driver- 
renter wishes to end his trip. 

In a statement concerning the plan, 
Mr. Hertz reviewed development of the 
chain of local renting companies through 
the country and organization of the 
Hertz Driveurself system, capitalized 
at $1,000,000 and owned by Yellow Truck 
and Coach. This system licensed inde- 
pendent companies and within 15 months 
established 300 stations It now has 
6,500 automobiles in this service.
